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SCHOOLS. 


The visiting committee of the school board submits the 
following: 

During the fiscal year ending February 15, 1915, seven schools 
have been in session, thespring term and six schools, the fall and 
- winter terms. 

~ The Upper Street school had only ten weeks the fall term 
on account of the prevalence of mumps in that locality. 

Davis Town school had an extra week the spring term to 
make up for the week omitted from the winter term the year 
before. 

The remaining schools have had the customary thirty-three 
weeks. About one hundred and thirty pupils have been registered 
and eight different teachers have been employed. 

There were two schools at Orfordville the spring term, but 
owing to the small number of scholars, only twenty-two, it was 
thought advisable to employ only one teacher for the fall and 
winter term. It is to be hoped that there may bescholars enough 
the coming year for two teachers to be engaged for that school 
as that arrangement seems to be much more satisfactory.

IMPROVEMENTS AND REPAIRS. 


Davis Town schoo | house has been improved by a new coat 
of paint outside, and by sash curtains inside, making it a very 
attractive place both inside and outside. 

The repair committee have had the Hall Town school house 
painted and have purchased many necessary and useful articles 
for the school room namely, maps, rear seats, additional black 
board, globe ete. 

Repairs have been made on furnaces at Orfordville and Orford 
Street so that they have lasted through the year, though at times - 
both school rooms have been much troubled by the smoking 
of the furnaces. According to the reports of the plumbers 
who have overhauled and examined them, both furnaces are in 
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very bad shape and lable to become unsafe and give out at any 
time. Small repairs have been made when needed on the various 
school buildings. |
